Cincinnati Enquirer, that Congress has pas.- 
ed a law imposing a duty upon all kinds c 
tea tw«nty cents a pound, on coffee live cents 
on sugar two and half, three, five and eigh 
cents, and on -molasses eight cents per gallon. 
The New York Tribune remarks: 

" With regard to the duty on tea this is to 
be said: while the qualities and prices of dif- 
ferent kinds of tea aro so various./lliere is 
manifest injustice in making no discrimina- 
tion in the duties. The tea used by the poor 
—costing forty cents per pound — should not 
His place 1 be made to pay as much as that of the rich. 

1 costing one dollar or more. Wo do not com ! 
plain that twenty cents is too much for th. 
lowest rate; but if it is the lowest, it should 
not also be the highest, while there is such a 
wide difference between the quality and price 
of the tea used by the two classes. Jf it is 
right for the poor to pay in this way, it is cer- 
tainly right for the rich to pay proportion- 
ably; and this, under the system proposed, 
they will not do. " 

Wo welcome the New York Tribune 
upon the old Democratic platform of ad valo- 
rem duties, instead of specific, which latter 
was the idea that it favored for many years, 
and was incorporated in tho bill that has just 
passed Congress. The argument that it now 
makes is familiar to the readers of this jour- 
nal, which has always denounced the outrage

The Death of Capt. Albert G. Bacon. 

The following merited tribute to the social 
worth and gallantry of Captain Bacon, is 
clipped from t]ie columns of our Frankfort 
cotemporary : 

A telegraphic dispatch from General Crit- 
tenden was received here on Monday, con- 
taining the melancholy information that 
Capl. Bacon was killed in a skirmish at 
Sacramento, on Saturday. Tho locality of 
the place is not exactly known, but is sup- 
posed to be about twenty miles from Calhoun, 
tho present headquarters of Crittenden's com- 
mand. 

We do not know that wo have ever seen 
our community more disturbed than it was 
at this mournful announcement. Captain 
Bacon wrs a native of this county, and for 
the greater part of his life a resident of this 
town. No ofce had a more extensive acquain- 
tance, and no one was more universally cs- 
teemod. He was a frank, genial, gallant 
man — the lifo of tho social circle — full of 
kind and gentle impulses. Wherever he 
went, mirth seemed to wanton at his side, and 
he diffused around him an influence that made 
his companionship an affection with all. 
Cut down suddenly — the armed and patriotic 
soldier falling in tho dischargo of what he 
deemed a sacred duty to his Government 
and to his country ! Such is war, and above 
all, such is civil war. It brings griefs un- 
uttorable ; it desolates hearts ; it causes 
humanity to mourn. 

His remains reached here yesterday, and 
will be interred with the honors of war, in 
tho Frankfort

General Scott's Return— Tho Reason For it. 

Much speculation has been elicited by the 
speedy return of General Scott to tho United 
States from Europe, where he hod expected 
to stay some time. The reason of the sudden 
change of determination has been a mystery. 
The editor of the New York Evening Post 
has had an interview with tho old General, 
and thus explains it. He says : 

'•It is known that the General intended to 
remain abroad several months, and to extend 
his journey to Italy, but tho plan of his tour 
was changed solely for reasons connected 
with the present relations of our Government 
with foreign powers. Without reference to 
the interviews which took place between the 
General and Prince Napoleon, and afterward 
with Minister Thouvenel, it is stated that he 
would, in any event, have embarked for home 
at a very early period, in view of the possi- 
bility of a war between the United States 
and England, in which France might eventu- 
ally be involved. The General felt that so 
long as he remained in Europe his free com- 
munication with this country might be inter- 
rupted, and that his speedy return might be 
prevented.

The Affair at Sacramento. 

We have official accounts of this fight. On 
Saturday, as a command of one hundred and 
sixty-eight men, under Maj. Murray, of Jack- 
son's regiment, were returning from a recon- 
noissance, they were pursued and surprised 
by some rebel cavalry at Sacramento. The 
men made but little resistance, and the gal- 
lantry of the officers cost us the services of 
several of them. Gen. Crittenden sent Col. 
Jackson from Calhoun with about five hun- 
dred men, two hundred and sixty of them 
infantry, with instructions to gather up the 
stragglers and wounded and to beat up the 
enemy. When Jackson reached Sacramento, 
ho learned that the rebels left immediately 
after the fight, and were past pursuit. He 
found five of our men killed, and heard of sev- 
eral wounded. Capt. Albert Bacon, of Jack- 
son's regiment, was killed; Capt. Davis, 
Licuts. Jouett and Walters are probably cap- 
tured. The rebel force was estimated at seven 
hundred. 

In addition to the above we have a letter 
from Owensboro' which states that Lieut. 
Robert H. King, of Frankfort, was wounded, 

John Jackson, from Calhoun, and Phelps, 

of Owensboro', killed. This letter places the 
Federal loss at ten killed, eight taken prison- 
ers, and about the samo number wounded. 
We learn officially that forty of the whole 
party were missing at first, but it was hoped 
that some of them would find their way into 
camp. There wore eight of the rebels killed 
and five taken prisoners. 061. Jackson buried 
the dead excepting his gallant friend Bacon, 
whose remains were taken to Calhoun, from 
whence they will bo forwarded to Frankfort. 
A Lieut. Col. Meriwether, of tho rebel force, 
was among the killed. 

Since tho above accounts were written we 
have had a conversation with Lt. J. J. Rob- 
erts, of Col. J. S. Jackson's cavalry, who ar- 
rived in this citvlast evening with the remains 
of the gallant Captain Bacon, who fell in the 
engagement. Lieut. Roberts gives us the fol- 
lowing particulars of the affair : Early on Sat- 
urday morning two squadrons of Col. Jack- 
son's regiment, under command of Major 
Murray, left the camp near Calhoun, on a 
scouting expedition across Green river. — 
When they arrived at South Carrollton, tho 
squadrons separated, and the first returned 
towards Calhoun by way of Sacramento, at 
which place they were surprised hv seven 
hundred rebels under command of Col. For- 
rester. Our troops were fired upon by the 
rebels before they were aware of their pres- 
ence, and, at first, believed they were attack- 
ed by Major Megowan, of Col. Jackson's cav- 
alry, through mistake. Tho officers, though 
our ranks were broken, rallied the troops as 
soon as they discovered the true state of affairs, 
and, for half an hour, our officers and men, 
without exception, displayed the most heroic 
valor and determination in a hand-to-hand 
engagement of the bloodiest character, and 
only retreated when their ammunition gave 
out. Our loss consisted of Capt. A. G. Bacon, 
who had his horse shot from under him, and 
was killed in the retreat, and seven privates. 
Lieut. R. H. King, of Frankfort, was slight- 
ly wounded, and seven or eight privates were 
wounded moro or less severely. Tho rebels 
stated their loss at thirty when they reached 
Greenville. Among tho rebels killed was Lt. 
Col. Meriwether, of Ilopkinsvillc. 

The rebels left Capt. Bacon in the woods in 
a dying condition, having stripped him of his 
watch and rifled his pockets.

The British Gun-Boats and Cincinnati.

Register, after speaking of the 
violent Anti-American feeling which now 
prevails in England against this country, 
says : 

" Such is the counsel that prevails in this 
country.

Volunteer 
corps are offering themselves to be embarked 
for Canada; and their steamships Black 
Prince and Warrior aro spoken of as being 
nearly ready to bombard New York and Bos- 
ton. Were not the subject too serious for us 
to ridiculo, I should say the samo authorities 
believe themselves capable, with their Arm- 
strong guns, of reaching oven St. Louis and 
Cincinnati. 

So it seems, in case of a war with Great 
Britain, we are to look out for a fleet of 
British gun-boats at Cincinnati, via New Or- 
leans and Cairo ! 



American Matters in England. — The 
London correspondent of the Boston Com- 
mercial Bulletin, writing under date of No- 
vember 29th, says: 

America, American stock,"and Americans, 
are just now a long way below par in this 
market, and those that are engaged in busi- 
ness with tho United States are in great con- 
sternation. As straws show which way the 
wind blows, I will cito one case to show the 
state of public feeling here against the Uni- 
ted States. A large American publishing 
house in London, who had built up an excel- 
lent business throughout Great Britain, and 
had met with extensive sales for their publi- 
cations, have found an immense falling off in 
their business within the past few weeks, ow- 
ing to the bitter feeling existing hero against 
any thing American. In Manchester, Liv- 
erpool, and other important places, business 
is very dull. American shipping is lying

tFrora the London Post (government organ) I)ec. 
Jeff- Davis' Message in England— What Her 

Cabinet and Politicians think of and Hope 

from the Paper. 

The principal intelligence conveyed by the 
Edinlmrg from America consists III the mes- 
sage of the President of the Southern confeder- 
ation ; and we are sfl&A to notice the friendly 
tone in which it treats of the relations of the 
South with this country, while we are em- 
harked in a critical negotiation with the 
North; and while we nr<i also about to enter 
upon our intervention in Mexico, a country 
bordering upon the Southern States. This 
is, in fact, the only satisfactory and signifi- 
cant information that the present American 
packets has brought. Tho "Trent question" 
remains in statu quo. The opinion of the law 
oflieers of the Washington Cabinet, which is 
now repeated, had reached us by the Persia 
on Monday last, but tho popular excitement 
which the question had provoked appears to 
nave in some measure cooled down. For tho 
moment, therefore, Southern politics arrest 
our chief attention. The messago of Presi- 
dent Davis to the Southern Congress is, in 
our judgment, the more satisfactory for the 
firm and determined attitude in which it con- 
fronts the Unionist party and the Cabinet of 
"Washington, for if we concede the conquest 
of the South be next to impossible, it is by the 
exhibition of Southern strength rather than 
of Southern weakness that peace is to be re- 
stored between the two belligerents. Presi- 
dent Davis recounts that throughout seven 
months of hostilities tho confederates have 
almost uniformly held their own, and that in 
several instances they have thrown their op- 
ponents into a defensive attitude. 

President Davis is therefore fully entitled 
to the bold ground which Ma assumes when 
he declares that "tho South will be content 
to livo at peace with the North, but that the 
separation is final.'' He adds that the South 
will accept of no compromise. He is now, per- 
haps. for the first time, in a position to make 
use of this language. Indeed, one is led to 
ask, after the trial and exhaustion of so many 
designs, and the expenditure of so much 
money on the part of the North, what is yet 
to introduce decisive features into the cam- 
paign ? The federals have enjoyed immense 
advantages in point of men and money, and 
also (as we showed yesterday) in drawing 
■warlike supplies from this country, through 
their superior command of the sea. Presi- 
dent Davis will no doubt derive fresh confi- 
dence when he reads the two royal proclama- 
tions which, in the latter respect, have now 
placed the North and South on a footing of 
equality". But there has been scarcely a sin- 
gle State overrun by the Northern army dur- 
ing the whole course of the campaign, and it 
is much questioned whether the naval expon- 
ditioni of the federal government to Hatteras 
and Port Royal have done much more than 
slightly to reduce the privateering activity of 
the South. The assertion of the Southern 
President must, therefore, be admitted to be 
(substantially true, that "the reconstruction of 
the Union, which the federals seek to effect by 
force ol arms, has become more and more pal- 
pably impossible." He maintains, also, that the 
causes which brou(fbt about the separation not 
only remain in full force buthavc been strength- 
ened since the civil war began. With a view 
of observing strict neutrality between the 
contending States, we have carefully refrained 
from officially recognizing the South; hut the 
time has certainly arrived at which we cease 
altogether to believe in the possible reunion of 
the States, and at which we must, at all events, 
recognize the independent confederation of the 
South as an actual fact. 

President Davis speaks with just indigna- 
tion of the seizure of his Envoys to the 
Courts of France and England ; and there is 
n passage in this part of his message which 
throws a probable light on tho distinctive 
mission on which Mr. Slidell and Mr. Mason 
■wero sent to Europe Ho remarks, with 
i>omo evident pride, that the Confederate 
States have been content to fight their own 
battle, and have solicited no assistance from 
foreign Powers. But he declares that they 
have, a right to bring before Europe, the ques- 
tion of the application of the existing bloc/cades 
<f their own ports to the acknowledged princi- 
ple of inti rnational law, that, blockades, if they 
are to be respected by third Powers, must be 
effective. He is about Ito represent to the 
European governments, accordingly, tho to- 
tal inefficiency of those blockades, and to put 
the assertion upon evidence. It is a fair in- 
ference that this was one of the questions 
upon which Messrs. Slidell and Mason were 
sent to Europe. But there is another state- 
ment in our present American intelligence 
which threatens to put tho blockade question 
in a light altogether new. It is announced 
that twenty-five vessels have set sail, appar- 
ently from New York, heavily loaded with 
►tones, with the view of their being sunk at 
the mouth of a Southern harbor. Now, in all 
probability, ingress or egress would be as 
difficult at a Southern port, with Hve-and- 
twenty sunken vessels in front of the harbor, 
as it was at Sibastopol, where the Itussians 
sunk several of their ships with tho view of 
preventing the entrance of English and 
French vessels of war. But if the Federal 
Government desire by thisexpedient to relieve 
their own ships by thus blocking up Southern 
ports, they must bo perfectly aware that there 
is at once an end of the blockade in every 
instance in which their new plan is to apply. 
Sunken vessels will not constitute a blockade, 
let them be as "effective' as they may; and 
wherever the Federal Government shall thus 
substitute sunken vessels for its ships-of-war, 
then the blockade is at once terminated by the 
consent of all nations. 

We draw attention to tho rational and 
friendly manner in which the Southern Pres- 
ident alludes to the attitude maintained hither- 
to towards America by this country, because 
we regard our relations with the Southern 
States as henceforward of very considerable 
importance. These States have now attained 
such a position that we 7nitsf bring ourselves to 
believe in the permanence of their independent 
confederation. We have differences with the 
North in which the Southerners are directly 
interested; and we have just concluded a 
treaty with the Juarez Government of Mex- 
ico for a settlement of our long-standing 
claims upon that country, undertho " Aldham 
Convention, " and other recorded obligations. 
Our naval expedition to the Gulf of Mexico is 
charged with the execution of those terms; 
aud, probably, before February next the sys- 
tem of sequestration of customs revenue at 
Vera Cruz and Tampico will have been put 
into action, and the proceeds be accumulating 
for distribution under the mixed commission 
between thedespoiled residents and the wrong- 
ed bondholders. We must look upon this in- 
tervention as one that may be in operation 
during a considerable period of time; and 
while the Northern government is too distant 
to admit of its attitude entering materially 
into this question, the Southern confederation, 
on the other hand, stretches for a groat dis- 
tance along the frontier of Mexico, so as to 
render its friendly disposition to the authors 
of tho intervention of no slight consequence. 
The Northern government has invariably 
railed at our neutrality; but tho Southern, 
with statesmanship and moderation, has 
. ecognized in it all that wecould do for either 
party, and whetherwith a view to our trans- 
actions in Mexico, or to our relations with 
the Cabinet of Washington, the friendly for- 
bearance of the Southern Confederacy is an 
important point in our favor.

The President of tho Confederate States has

tho first monday in December, which this 
year fell on the 2d, and in a few dajs we may 
expect to have Mr. Lincoln's messago to the 
republic of which be is chief magistrate. But 
in the Confederate States tho practice of 
the older federation has not been adopted, so 
that President Davis has the start of his rival 
by a few days, and is able to make an impres- 
sion by a bold and confident manifesto while 
President Lincoln is still engaged on his own 
lengthy disquisition. The summary given of 
the Southern message shows it to be a State 
paper of great interest and importance. Its 
author has always been recognized, even by 
his enemies, as one of the most vigorous and 
astute politicians that America has produced, 
and be is especially remarkable forliterary skill 
in compositions of this kind. We may expect, 
therefore, that the dignity of the South will 
not suffer from the pen of its first President. 
The message of a few months since was an 
able apology for secession, and a vigorous ex- 
hortation to unity and courage. Tho present 
message seems to be a congratulation on vic- 
tories achieved, and an announcement that 
the national independence may be considered 
secure. And certainly a less accomplished 
writer than President Davis might become 
eloquent with the history of the past year as 
his subject. 

But the part of the message which at this 
moment is especially interesting, is that which 
refees to the seizure of the Confederate Com- 
missioners and the relations between the two 
republics and the groat Powers of Europe. It 
is plain that Mr. Davis discerns the cloud 
which is forming on this side of the Atlantic. 
"The claim of the UnitedStates to seize them 
in tho streets of London," says President 
Davis, "would have been as well founded as 
the seizure on board the Trent." As far as 
wo learn by telegraph, he does not presume to 
givo us advice, or to say that we are bound to 
demand reparation, butwecannot help think- 
ing that the probability of a rupture between 
England and the North inspires the President 
to use a high tone with respect to foreign as- 
sistance. "The Confederates," says Mr. Davis, 
"ask no aid from foreign powers.'' This is 
just the language which a new State must 
hold if it wishes to give its neighbors an ex- 
cuse for recognizing its independence. The 
only consideration in such a case is whether 
the community which demands to be recog- 
nized has the force and consistency which en- 
title it to recognition. If it be de facto a na- 
tion, if it provo that it can maintain its own 
independence, then other governments are 
justified in communicating with it diplomati- 
cally, and treating it as a mcmbcrof the fam- 
ily of nations. But if it calls on the world to 
help.it. it does by this very act take away tho 
right of neutral powers to treat it as an equal. 
It proclaims that the State against which it 
has revolted still has the power to conquer it, 
and consequently it is the duty of neutrals to 
consider it merely as a province in a state of 
insurrection. President Davis fully knows 
that no European State would recognize his 
government unless he demanded it as a ruler 
capable of holding his •wn position. 

As to the general course of events in the 
present hour of suspense, any ordinary news 
from America must seem flat and uninterest- 
ing. Wo feel that we arc divided by a great 
gulf from the time before the outrage on the 
Trent. The events of the war which excited 
ourcuiiosity a fortnight ago now lose much of 
their interest, since we know that their import 
is now subordinate to a larger issue. \\ hi li- 
the two parties aro carrying on their usual 
desultory warfare — this side bombarding a 
confederate seaport, that side burning a feder- 
al town — we know that a message is on its 
way from England to America, the reception 
of which may change the civil war intoa great 
and world-wide struggle. Nothing can inter- 
est us now unless it relates to the one question 
— Will Messrs. Mason and Slidell be given up? 
Every thing that bears on this will be greedi- 
ly readby the British public; everything Unit 
tends to show the temperofthe Americans, or 
to give a clue to the intentions of their gov- 
ernment, will be minutely investigated and 
discussed. Unhappily, the dispatches wc pub- 
lish to-day give litllo information on this 
point. So far as we aro able to judge from 
them, tho Americans seem to be uneonsiius 
of the momentous controversy which they have 
raised. It is said that an uneasy feeling pre- 
vails, but we cannot but think that, being so 
accustomed to find the British give wav in 
similar cases, they will in a few days have 
taken it for granted that everything is right, 
and that after a littlegrumbling England will 
acquiesce, not only in what they have done, 
but in what they announce their intention of 
doing. 



I From the Philadelphia North American. 1 
The Attitude of France. 

One of the most embarrassing considera- 
tions for the British government at the pres- 
ent moment is the attitude of France with re- 
ference to the impending difficulties between 
it and our own Administration. The Em- 
peror is an inscrutable mystery to the En- 
glish; and as they arc not able to understand him, 
thev mistrust him. Hence, if one of the Paris 
journals (usually supposed to be under his direc- 
tion ) espouses the cause of England and insists 
upon the vindication of her "outraged" honor, 
the question is immediately asked, "What 
business is it of La Patrie? Why should M. 
de la Gueronniere be so anxious about our 
honor?" And suspicion is at once aroused as 
to tho intentions of tho journalist. We do 
not perceive from the tone of the English 
press generally that the British poople are at 
all thankful to France for her sympathy. 
This is not a very gracious feeling, certainly, 
but it is not entirely unjustifiable. We may 
sum up the arguments of tho English press 
on this point as follows: The policy of the 
Emperor is co-operation, underno matter what 
pretext, so that he may huvo a controlling 
voice in the business. It was so in the 
Crimean war, in China, and in Syria; it would 
have been so in India, had not the British 
government peremptorily objected; it is so in 
Mexico at the present moment : and tho Em- 
peror designs it to be so in case of war with 
the United States. Ho will not allow Eng- 
land to enter upon a maritime war alone, so 
that she may have an opportunity of winning 
preponderance by military success. Yet he 
does not wish to prevent her entirely from 
going to war, because her preoccupation would 
remove one of the great obstacles to his de- 
signs elsewhere. Thus he desires a war so 
conducted that France may take the lead and 
maneuver it so aa to accomplish her own ends 
and deprive her rival of the glory and the 
profit to be derived from it. Such is the 
opinion in England with regard to the atti- 
tude likely to be assumed by Franco if war 
should break out with us; and it must be 
owned that thore is much plausibility in it. 

The result, however, of such a policy, af- 
ter all. would not be beneficial to us, nor is the 
toneofthe French press at all satisfactory. The 
hostility of some of their papers, and tho ev- 
ident uncertainty in the tone of others, be- 
tray tho fact that intentions not altogether 
friendly to us exist in an influential quarter. 
Co-operation with England, no matter what 
the motive, would not the less be co-operation 
against, us, though accompanied with profes- 
sions of profound regret. We fear, too, that 
there are other considerations that are not 
without their influence on the Emperor Napo- 
leon. Tho stato of France internally is — as 
people are everywhere now beginning to 
know — an exceedingly disastrous one. I*. is 
just ono of those situations in which the most 
violentexpedients may seem possibleremedies. 
Tho financial crisis through which M. Fould 
has undertaken to guide the government may 
prove insurmountable, and no course would 
then be open for the minister but to appeal 
to the country for a loan. That a loan for 
the purpose of making good the deficiency 
caused by tho admitted extravagance of the 
government TciM be popular cannot t? ima- 



gined for a moment ; but a war loan is a dif- : 
ferent thing, and nobody knows better than 
the Emperror that a war entered into with 
the intention of thwarting England and pre- 
venting her from gaining prestige would find 
ardent supporters. Were England occupied 
OB our seaboard, in conjunction with France, 
the great obstacle to the schemes of the latter 
in Europe would be weakened, if not remov- 
ed. 

The Paris correspondent of the London 
Daily News asserts that tho French politi- 
cians openly say, 

"Once let us co-operate with England in 
the Atlantic, and we are safe. Our first gain . 
will be the island of Sardinia, and perhaps ! 
Naples." Another English journal, tho Morn- 
trie Star, assorts that it has been well known 
in London for some time past that the Empe- 
ror of the French has urged on the British 
Government the expediency of a joint recog- 
nition of the slave confederation. What au- 
thority I he Star has for such an assertion does 1 
not appear; but that paper is our zealous I 
and untiring fi iend and advocate, and there- 
fore its statements are not open to such suspi- 
cion as those of the Times, the Herald, the 
Chronicle, and other hostile journals. It 
aaya : 

"Let not the people of England be deceived 
by our thimble-rig politicians. The best in- 
formed well know that the Trent affair will 
lead to no conflict with America. The early 
recognition of the slave confederation might, 
and most likely would. To be prepared for 
this contingency do we owe tho mighty prep- 
arations and warlike fervor which is now so 
fiercely fanned by the pro-slavery party, aid- 
ed by the government hacks, greedy jobbers, 
credulous fools, and. worse than all, by a ve- 
nal press. W e much mistake the temper of 
the people of these isles if they do not resent, 
as a ten thousand fofd greater insult than the 
Trent outrage, the sight of their glorious red 
cross flag intertwined with the blood-stained 
piratical banner of tho new born slave con- 
federation. Unless earnest men be up and 
doing, this great wickedness will be perpetrat- 
ed ere 7nany days be past." 

Now England would not take such a step 
as this without a perfect understanding with 
France, and we believe that tho Star speaks 
from its honest convictions in asserting the 
foregoing. As regards the Mexican expedi- 
tion, it is evident that there is a perfect un- 
derstanding between the two Powers in con- 
junction with Spain, and it is not to bo ex- 
pected that tho Emperor would adopt a new 
line of policy likely to thwart tho objects 
which the three allies hope to attain in Mex- 
ico. Tho prospect is not encouraging, it 
must be owned, but no good will be done by 
endeavoring to ignore it. We must look at 
it steadily and examine it in all its bearings. 
The Trent affair ought not to lead to any 
complication with England — it can cither be 
explained or redressed, as it9 merits require; 
or if we are in the right, England ought not 
to hesitate to admit that we are so. The idea 
of going to war for such an affair is prepos- 
terous; but not so are the preparations now 
making at the naval arsenals of Great 
Britain. They can be fairly accounted for 
only on the ground that some ulterior design 
is in contemplation, such as that denounced 
by the Star. 

In connection with this we may notice the 
statement that the dispatches intrusted by 
Jeff. Davis to Slidell for the French govern- 
ment had reached their destination in safety, 
and been handed to M. Thouvenel, the Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs. Now, (assuming for 
a moment this statement to be true) there ! 
surely is very grave causo for complaint 
against the French Minister for deigning to \ 
receive such documents. We can scarcely 
help believing that the entire story ia a I 
canard set on foot by the Confederate agents 
in Paris; but if it should turn out otherwise, 
the French Government could hardly have 
done a more hostile act than accepting in such 
a manner — (i. e., through tho wife of a man 
now in prison at Fort Warren — ) these papers 
as an ambassador's credentials. Such Ml act 
would most clearly argue a determination to 
recognize tho Southern Confederacy on the 
part of the French Government, and would; 
corroborate the assertion of tho Morning Star 
that the Emperor has urged such a step on 
the British Government. Wo are unwilling 
to believe it. Wo would fain hope that the 
two great powers of Europe, which have so 
long arrogated to themselves tho character of 
leaders of modern civilization, will not be 1 
guilty of so selfish and wicked an act. If 
Iney should be, history will have no language 
sufficiently strong to denounce, their conduct, I 
The forcible disruption of this great republic, 
if they could accomplish it, would be a far 
baser act than the partition of Poland, be- 
causo in the latter case the interests of the 
world at largo were not involved, but in ours 
the progress of humanity itself will be imper- 
illed. 



The Mechanic Arts in Central Africa. 

The recent explorations of tropical Africa, 
by M. du Chaillu. on the West, and Mr. 
Petherick, on the East, has given us much in- 
teresting information in regard to that singu- 
lar region. About 150 miles from the coast, 
M. du Chaillu found a tribe of naked, brown- - 
colored negroes, who had never seen a white 
man before. At first they believed him to be 
a spirit, and wero filled with superstitious 
dred at his appearance. This tribe is known 
as the Fans; the men are tall, finely formed, 
and warlike, and are the terror of the sur- 
rounding tribes, but tho women aro exceed- 
ingly ugly. Tho Fans are cannibals, pur- 
chasing tho bodies of the negro tribes around 
them for food, and selling the bodies of their 
own dead in return. Tho price of a human 
body among thorn is generally a small tusk of 
an elephant. M. du Chaillu saw a woman 
carrying a piece of the thigh of a human body 
just us we should carry a piece of beef from 
market. 

The Fans areas superior in intelligence to 
the tribes around them as they are in military 
prowess. They understand the art of smelt- 
ing and working iron, and manufacture 
their own knives, spear heads, axes, &c, 
which are remarkable for their excellent tem- 
per, and aro often beautifully ornamented 
with artistic designs. They also make jugs of 
a kind of reed, tightly woven and afterwards 
coated with a kind of gum. They make pans 
and pipes of clay, and quite a complicated 
musical instrument of reeds and gourds. Tho 
cloth manufactured by this tribe is not exten- 
sive in quantity or variety, but it is sufficient 
for the demand, which is very limited, as the 
clothing of tho men consists of a narrow strip 
around the loins, while the women have liter- 
ally 'nothing to wear.' Tho cloth worn by 
the men is mado from the inner bark of trees. 
Tho women go naked, not from poverty, but 
from choice. As M. du Chaillu walked along 
a woman gravely asked him why he did not 
take off his clothes, telling him that she was 
sure that they must bo a great hindrance to 
him, and that if he would take them off he 
would walk more easily. 

The Eastern part of tropical Africa has 
been explored by Mr. John I'ethorick, F. R. 
G. S., who has traveled in that country six- 
teen vcars. He found a tribe very similar to 
the Fans, described by M. du Chaillu. These 
were the Ncam Nams, a warlike and formid- 
able race of cannibals. The} - cultivate in 
gardens cotton, vegetables, melons, gourds, 
and pepper, and in large fields maize and 
beans. Tho work is performed by slaves, 
one person sometimes owning hundreds of 
them. If a slave runs away and is caught, 
he is invariably killed and eaten; and slaves 
are frequently purchased expressly for food. 
The state of the mechanic arts among the 
Neam Nams is about the same as among the 
Fans. They use the same sort of bellows in 
smelting iron. It is made of two cylinders 
formed from hollow trees and covered with 
loose skin. Their hammer, like that of the 
Fans, is an iron cone held like a pestle by tho 
little end. 

The Neam Nam women are in advance of 
their sisters among the Fans, in the article of 
clothing. They were garments of green 
leaves fastened to a girdle around the waist 
and falling all around the body down to the 
knees. As they aro scrupulously neat in their 
persons, and as the leaves soon wilt, they 
change their clothing very frequently. The 
Neam Nam women probably have more new 
dresses in the course of u year than any other 
women in the world. 

Tho marriage relations of these tribes are 
very curious. The men purchase as many 
wives as they can afford, paying the parents 
of the bride sometimes as much as a hundred 
bead of cattle. Among the Hassanyey tribe I 
the girl is sold to tho highest bidder, (as in j 
some of our own fashionable circles,) but the I 
mnrriage holds good only a certain number of 
days in the week, the rest of the time the ! 
wife being free from all matrimonial obliga- | 
tions. M. du Chaillu witnessed one of these 1 
sales, and describes a long scries of chaffering 
in regard to the proportion of the time du- J 
ring which tho woman ahould be bound by i 
the marriage contract. 

In another tribe— the Apingi— if a man ' 
falls in love with his neighbor s wife, and his ; 
affections are reciprocated, he has only to ten- ! 
dertho husband the amount he has paid for j 
the wife in the first instance, when, by the j 
custom of the tribo, she must be passed over j 
to tho new lover. There are no old maids. 
Mr. Petherick found no girla over eigh- J 
teen who wero not either married or be- j 
trothed. Savage life has some advantages j 
over civilization ! 

The geographical societies are making of- , 
forts to have the great region explored which [ 
lies between the two tracts examined by M. 1 
du Chaillu and Mr. Petherick, when many I 
other matters of interest will doubtless be 
developed.

Position of the National Forces in Kentucky. 

It is estimated from statistics that are re- 
liable, that General Buell has to-duy an army 
in the field of not less than 1 10.000 inen, to 
which the States of Indiana and Ohio are 
adding about two thousand daily, and to 
which they will add, by the consolidation and 
dispatch of regiments, fully thirty thousand 
men between this und the 1st of January. 
AVe believe, therefore, that with the beginning 
of the new year, General Buell will have an 
army of 150,000 men, or as large a force as 
General McClelian confesses to have on the 
Potomac. It will be the army of the West, 
and upon it will de'pend, in no slight degree, 
the issue of this war. General Buell has now 
been in command about a month, and has 
thus far been occupied in " massing" the 
troops, after the Potomac pattern. They 
have been organizing into brigades and divi- 
sions, and so quietly that wc are only able 
to gather, from scattered hints in newspaper 
correspondence, who aro the division and 
brigade commanders, and to what portion 
of the grand army different regiments have 
been assigned. We believe, however, there 
are seven grand divisions, each containing 
three brigades, and the brigades made up of 
from three to five regiments, with artillery 
and cavalry attached. The brigades wiil 
average eight thousand men throughout. The 
division commanders arc, as wo have been 
able to ascertain them : 

1. General Alex. McDowell McCook, at 
Lebanon. 

2. General George H. Thomas, at Leb- 
anon. 

3. General Ormsby M. Mitchell, at Eliza- 
bethtown. 

4. General William Nelson, at New 
Haven. 

5. General Thomas L. Crittenden, at Cal- 
houn. 

6. General Richard W. Johnson, at Nolin 
River. 

7. General Albin Schoepf, at Somerset. 
The commanders of brigades include Gen. 

Negley, of Pennsylvania; Gens. Dumont 
and Manson, of Indiana; Gen. Boyle, of 
Kentuckv; Colonels Tnrchin, Carrington, 
(Eighteenth Regular,) Sill, Lytic, &c. The 
troops are mainly concentrated in the central 
portion of the State — at Elizabethtown. New 
Haven, Lebanon, Nolin River, Ac, which are 
all within a radius of twenty miles. Gen. 
Schoepf 's corps, at Somerset, forms the left 
wing of the army, and just beyond it, at Lon- 
don, is the Tennessee brigade of Gen. Carter, 
who have been let loose from other restraint 
and permitted to follow their own instincts. 
The right wing of the army occupies the 
country along Green river, with headquarters 
at Calhoun, and fills the gap between the 
center and Federal positions at Paducuh and 
Cairo. Regiments are also stationed at Lex- 
ington and along the Lexington and Coving- 
ton Railroad, and at points on the Ohio river 
below Louisville. There are now but few 
troops remaining in Louisvillo. 

Wc have the promise that this division of 
the army, at least, shall fulfill the public ex- 
pectation with a record of something done. 
General Buell has the best men the West can 
furnish, and he can have more if there is 
need for them ; only tho West will require 
that they be used against the enemy, and not, 
as under his insane predecessor, for self-des- 
truction.

Condition or the Rebels at New Or- 
leans. — Wepublish below someextracts from 
a letter written by a merchant transacting 
business in New Orleans, whero ho resides. 
Tin? letter is dated the 12th inst. It says: 

Three large steamers have run tho blockade 
the past week, and have taken full cargoes of 
cotton. Schooncrsare leaving for Havana near- 
ly every day. The message of Mr. Lincoln 
came through by express, and was published 
in an extra. 

There arc over 400 cannons mounted in the 
fortifications defending the city. We have I 
over 30,000 (?) troops, and expect 20,000 more 
from the country. 

No distress oxists even among the poorer 
classes in the city, as they aro well provided 
for by the free market. 

Houses are selling for thirty per cent, more 
than formerly. Bank and other stocks are also 
advancing. The banks will declare larger 
dividends than usual. Thero aro over $20,- 
000,000 on deposit in these institutions. Pro- 
duce and other goods are on the decline. 

The war has thus far cost only SoO, 000,000, 
so great have been the private contribu- 
tions. 

At an exhibition given at tho opera, by tho 
ladies, last week, the sum netted for the sol- 
diers was $3,876. 

The St. Louis Hotel has been converted in- 
to a grand bazaar, to raise money for the troops. 
Ladies are giving their diamond pins, brace- 
lets, and other valuables for tho object. In- 
stead of making purchases for Christmas 
presents, they buy tickets and give them 
away. It is believed that the fair will be a 
great success. — Boston Transcript.

The War Feeling in England.

A letter received by a gentleman in our 
city, from tho Son. Mr. Portman, contains si 
startling picture of tho war feeling in Eng- . 
land. It is represented as most intense, and j 
as pervading all classes of tho community. 
The British volunteers are especiallv alive to 
the crisis which is at hand ; and wc learn that 
several regiments of them have offered their ! 
services to the Imperial Government to como [ 
out to Canada and fight for old England on 
Canadian soil, or American soil if need be. 
There is little doubt that tho offer of these 
bravo men will be accepted, in part at least. 

We also learn from tho highest authority 
that the British Government look on war as 
inevitable, and are taking precautionary 
measures accordingly. 

The Hon. Mr. Portman will come back to 
his constituency immediately, and should the 
necessity arise, he will walk, he says, from 
llalifux sooner than be absent from his place 
when the Houses meet. 



A Skirmish. — Dispatches were received 
in this city and Frankfort yesterday stating 
that a party of scouts from Col. James S. 
Jackson's regiment had encountered a superior 
rebel force near Sacramento, in McLean coun- 
ty, Ky., on Saturday, and that the result was 
a loss of five Federals killed and twenty- 
prisoners. There is no statement mado in 
the dispatches as to the loss on the part of the 
rebels, and we infer that the scouting party 
from Col. Jackson's cavalry were surprised, 
and the rebels escaped unhurt with their 
prisoners. We regret to learn that our gal- 
lant friend, Capt. Albert G. Bacon, of Frank- 
fort, is among the slain. Capt. Bacon was 
the commander of the unfortunate scouting 
party, and of course fell at the head of his 
men! He was about forty-two years of age, a 
resident of Frankfort, having many relatives 
in that city and in Louisvillo. He was most 
efficient in the discharge of all his official 
duties, and was universally beloved by his 
superiors as well as by those under his com- 
mand. The deceased was unmarried. Ar- 
rangements have been made for the buriel of 
the body in the cemetery at Frankfort.

"Whereas, The following net of the Gen- 
al Assembly of the Commonwealth of Ken- ; 
ickv, oardwUy approved by inc on the l!0th 
ifttimt, U the l;iw of the land, 1 think proper, ' 
i thu BXOrcUf of my executive duties, to ' 
lake the tame promptly known to tbe ; 
ublic, »s 1 do hereby, und I do aarnesHy 
njoin all citizens and residents of this 

• lute to to obedient to all the require- ' 
■■ ient3 thereof, to tbe end that tbe hu ! 

lane and noble purposes oi tbe Legi.»ia- 

• ire may be faithfully effected. Tbe suid act 
f the General Assembly is as follows:

Wuekeas, The people of Kentucky have, :

That if I lallliwil , 
between hostile armies shall take place with- 
in our territory, that it is most earnestly re- 
commended to the people of Kentucky not 
to engage in said strife amongst themselves, 
on account of differences of political opinions; 
that it is the duty of tbe people to be obedi- 
ent to the civil authorities, and respect in 
times of war as well as peace, all the rights 
guaranteed to every citizen by thu Constitu- 
tion and laws of the land, that all good citi- 
reus however they may differ in political opin- 
ions, should unite in protecting each other in 
their rights, of life, liberty, and property, 
against all and every invasion thereof by un- 
lawful raids, mobs, marauding bunds or other 
evil disposed persons, and aid the civil au- 
thorities in arresting all such persons and 
bringing them before the courts for trial. 

Rtaolnotd, That we, the K.-rn-entatives of 
the present General Assembly hereby pledge 
ourM'lves to a strict observance of tho forego- 
ing resolutions, and earnestly recommend a 
like ..bservance by ull the people of the Slate 
of Kentucky.'

Iroclamation by the Governor. 

Whkrf.as, The following resolutions, viz 

"Whkreas, Kentucky has bcon invaded by 
the forces of the so-called Confederate States, 
and the commanders of the forces so invading 
the State have insolently prescribed the con- 
ditions upon which they »i!l withdraw, thus 
insulting the dignity of the Stale by demand- 
ing terms lo which Kentucky cannot listen 
without dishonor; therefore, 

1. he it reKolred by the General Assembly 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, That the 
invaders must I* expelled: inasmuch as there 
are now In Kentucky Federal troops assem- 
bled for the purpose of preserving the tran- 
quility of the State, und of defending and pro- 
tecting the people of Kentucky in the peaceful 
enjoyment of their lives and property, it is — 

•J. Further resolved, That (ien. ral Kobert 
Anderson, a native Kentuckian, who has been 
appointed to the command of the Department 
of Cumberland, be requested to lake instant 
command, with authority and power from 
this Commonwealth to call out a volunteer 
force in Kentucky for the purposcof repelling 
the invaders from our soil. 

3. Hesolvcd, That in using the means which 
duty and honor require shall be used to expel 
the invaders from the soil of Kentucky, no 
citizen shall be molested on account of his 
political opinions; that no citizen*' property 
shall bo taken or confiscated because ol 
such opinions, nor shall any slave be set 
free by any military commander, and that all 
peaceable citizens and their families are enti- 
tled to, and shall receive the fullest protection 
of the Government in the enjoyment of their 
lives, their liberties and their property. 

4. Resotvetl, That His Kxcelleney, the Gov- 
ernor of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, be 
requested to give all tbe aid in his power lo 
accomplish the end desired by these revolutions, 
and that he call out so much of the military 
force of the State under his command, as may 
be necessary therefor, and that he place the 
same under the command of Gen. Thomas L. 
Crittenden. 

5. Resolved, That the patriotism of every 
Kentuckian is invoked, and is confidently re- 
lied upon to give active aid in the defense of 
tbe Commonwealth. 

Have this day been passed by bolh Houses of 
tbe General Assembly of tho Commonwealth 
of Kentucky, the Governor'sobjectionsthercto 
lo the contrary notwithstanding, and are there- 
fore the law of the land, I do hereby issue til is 
my proclamation, enjoining all officers and citi- 
zens of this Slate to render obedience to all 
the requirements of said resolutions, and in 
obedience thereto, I have ordered Gen. Thom- 
as L. Crittenden to execute the purposes con- 
templated by said resolutions; and I hereby 
require all citizens of Kentucky subject to 
military duty to obey the call w hich the said 
Gen. Crittenden may make upon them in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of said resolu- 
tions.

Whereas, the following Act. to-wit: 
An act to raise roinnttrr forces to repel the inva- 
sion of the StQtti and for other purposes. 
6 1 . lie it enacted by the General Assembly of the 

Comnionireallh of Kentucky, That as ihe soil of 
the Stale of Kentucky has been invaded by 
armed forces, acting under the authoiiiy of the 
so-called Confederate States ; therefore, for the 
purpose of repelling said invasion, the Governor 
of the State of Kentucky is hereby directed to 
issue his proclamation forthwith, calling out not 
less than forty thousand soldiers, residents and 
citizens of Kentucky, between the age* uf eigh- 
teen and forty-live years, to be mustered into the 
service of this Commonwealth for afty term of 
service not less than twelve months nor more 
than three years, from the time they were mus- 
tered into service, unless sooner discharged. 

4 ~. Thai the Governor be, aud he is hereby, 
authorized, iu order lo raise said lorcc, to accept 
of the services of any volunteer companies who 
shall, within three months from the date of hi* 
proclamation, tender their services ; and he shall 
commission for that purpose all officers duly elect- 
ed by the companies aforesaid, necessary and 
proner for the command of such volunteers. 

$ 3. That all volunteer officers, non-commis- 
sioued officers, musicians, and privates, whose 
service may lie tendered and accepted under the 
provisions of this act, shall be mustered into ser- 
vice at such place* of rendezvous in the Con- 
gressional District in which they volunteer as the 
General iu the field shall appoint by his orders; 
and w hen so mustered inlo service, shall be then 
and there entitled to receive in advance one 
months pay, to be taken and considered as pan 
of their pay. 

$ 4. That the forces to be raised and organ- 
ized, as provided lor by thi* act, shall, whea 
mastered into service, be under the command of 
the General commanding the Slate forces in the 
field. 

J 5. That tbe Governor be also authorized to 
accept the service* of fifteen hundred men, in ad- 
dition to the forty thousand men provided for by 
this act, one thousand to be used as sharp shoot- 
ers and scouts, and five hundred to be used as 
horsemen and scouts, they furnishing their own 
horses : Provided, That no person shall be ac- 
cepted in this arm of the service unless his skill 
and capacity have been tested by the General in 
command, or such officer as he may detail for 
that purpose : And provided also. That such per- 
sons shall receive five dollars per month of extra 
pay 

<) 6. That each horseman, for the service* of his 
horse, shall receive five dollars per month, and 
in case his horse is killed by the enemy, he shall 
be paid the value of the horse, not exceeding one 
hundred und lifty dollars. 

""* I) 7. That the commander in the fieid may or- 
ganize individuals who tender themselves into 
companies, and such companies as may tender 
themselves into squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, and permit them to elect their officers, 
who shall, when so elected, be commissioned by 
the Governor ou the certificate of the General 
commanding. 

t) 6. That the Governor i9 authorized to ac- 
cept the services of squadrons, battalions, and 
regiments, when tendered as such, and commis- 
sion the officers elected by the squadron-, bat- 
talions, and regiments so organized ; the election 
of officers by any company, battalion, squadron, 
or regiment shall be superintended and conduct- 
ed by any justice of the peace, or judge of the 
comity court, who may be called on for that 
purpose ; and such justice or judge shall certify 
to the Military Board the names of the officers 
elected, and for what office each is elected, and 
thereupon said Board, if they approve the pro- 
ceedings, shall certify to the Governor the names 
of the officers elected, and what office they have 
been respectively elected to fill, who shall issue 
commissions in conformity to lath certificate. 

$ !l. That the commanding General shall be 
entitled toappoint and employ such staff' officers, 
and with such rank, as the Inspector General is 
empowered to appoint by the 14th section of the 
Id article of the act, entitled "An act for tbe 
better organization of the Kentucky militia," ap- 
proved March 5, lrJbO ; and he shall have the au- 
thority conferred on said Inspector General 
by the 10th, 11th, aud 12th sections of said ar- 
ticle of said act. 

$ 10. Tha troops raised under this act shall be 
organized into squadrons, battalions, regiment*, 
brigades, and divisions, and have ihe same num- 
ber of officers for each squadron, battalion, regi- 
ment, brigade, and division, as are allowed in 
the army of the United States, and shall receive 
the same pay and rations as are allowed the rroope 
of the United States of the same rank and grade. 
When brigades and divisions are formed ont of 
the troops so raised, they shall be officered accord- 
ing to existing laws. 

{ II. This act to be of force from its passage. 

Has this day been passed by 1h>U) houses of 
the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky, the Governor's objections there- 
to to the contrary notwithstanding, and is 
therefore the law of the land. Now, 
therefore, I, do hereby issue this, my 
proclamation, commanding all officers and 
citizens of this State to render obedience 
to ull the requirements of said above recited 
act.
